Governor Kilby said additional funds 
are necessary and he urged the levy­ 
ing of a tax of two cents a gallon 
on gasoline, the proceeds to be de-1 
voted exclusively to the upkeep of 
roa^b constructed with state and fed­ 
eral «id. He warned the legislature 
that it would be better to stop the 
urogram at this time than to continue 
it without providing adequate p ain ­ 
ters nee funds. • 
He also urged the law-makers to 
regulate the weight of trucks on the 
highways and to increase the license 
tax on motor trucks. “It will scarcely 
be possible even with weights regu­ 
lated ever to Compel these 
freight 
carrying trucks to pay a tax which 
will approximate the amount of dam­ 
age they inflict on the highways,” he 
concluded.
